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This is a decision on the petition filed on August 13, 2010, 
which is being treated as a petition under 37 CFR 1.705(d) 
requesting that the patent term adjustment indicated on the 
above-identified patent be corrected to indicate that the term 
of the above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by nine 
hundred and eighteen (918) days. 

The petition to correct the patent term adjustment indicated on 
the above-identified patent to indicate that the term of the' 
above-identified patent is extended or adjusted by nine hundred 
and eighteen (918) days is GRANTED. 

Patentees' argument relative to the entry of 120 days of 
reduction to the patent term adjustment for the filing of 
foreign priority papers has been considered and is well taken.

In this instance, it is undisputed that patentee filed the 
foreign priority papers after the mailing of the notice of 
allowance. It is noted that the period of reduction to the 
patent term adjustment for the filing of foreign . priority papers 
is 14 days, beginning on the date the foreign priority papers 
were filed, December 17, 2009, ending on the date the 
acknowledgement of the foreign priority papers was mailed, 
December 30, 2009. Accordingly, the period of reduction to the 
patent term adjustment of 120 is being removed and a period of 
reduction of 14 days entered. 

The Office will sua sponte issue a certificate of correction. 
Pursuant to 37 CFR 1.322, the Office will not issue a 
certificate of correction without first providing assignee or 
patentee an opportunity to be heard. Accordingly, patentees are 
given one (1) month or thirty (30) days, whichever is longer, 
from the mail date of this decision to respond. No extensions 
of time will be granted under § 1.136. 

The Office acknowledges receipt of $200.00 for the fee set forth 
in 37 CFR 1.18(e). No additional fees are required. 

The application is being forwarded to the Certificates of 
Corrections Branch for issuance of a certificate of correction. 
The Office will issue a certificate of correction indicating 
that the term of the above-identified patent is extended or 
adjusted by nine hundred and eighteen days.
